Death on Missouri highways in 
the first five months of the year 
ran 60 behind the number killed 
for the same period in 1956, the 
Missouri Highway Patrol reported 
today. 
'v 
The Patrol said 366 persons died 
in traffic mishaps from January 
of this year through May 30, a 
drop of about 14 per cent from the 
425 killed in the first five months 
of 1956. 
Colonel Hugh H. Waggoner, pa­ 
trol superintendent, said May was 
the fifth month in succession in 
which there was a reduction in 
the number of traffic deaths.* 
But, Colonel Waggoner s^iid, the 
bright picture darkens with con­ 
sideration of these facts: 
Just prior to the Memorial Day 
holiday in which two were killed, 
the worst accident in more than 
a decade killed eight persons near 
Cuba, Missouri. 
Accidents and injuries for the 
first quarter of the year continued 
ahead of the 1956 pace when the 
all-time record of 1,132 deaths were 
set in Missouri. 
The death toll so far this year 
is still ahead of the fatality pace 
of 1955, when more than 1,000 died 
in accidents. 
Youth has been taking a more 
brutal beating on the highways this 
year. During the first third of the 
year, 89 youths died, 70 of them 
in the 15-24 age group. For the sam 
period in 1956, 54 of that age group 
were killed. 
The Patrol Chief said the death 
rate accelerated during the last 
six months of 1956. He continued: 
“The 
Memorial 
Day 
weekend 
was the beginning of the hqavy 
vacation travel period in the state. 
It looks as if the death toll will 
exceed the 1,000 m ark again this 
year unless drivers realize their 
moral responsibility to cooperate 
in the drive to reduce the terrific 
slaughter on the highways.

They sho uld 
also learn abo ut first aid. It is hearten­ 
ing to repo rt that Red Cro ss swimming 
classes will hav e increased enro llment 
this y ear. Reg istratio n co ntinues at the 
Red 
Cro ss o ffice, 
112 West 
Fo urth 
Street, and cards must be returned no t 
later than June 12 . 
Learning to swim can't start start to o 
so o n fo r teen-ag e y o ung sters who later 
beco me fishermen and v enture o n the 
water in bo ats. They had better learn 
ho w to swim. 
Emphasis o n safe bo ating needs a 
wo rd o r two . There hav e been a g reat 
many dro wning s o n the Lake o f the 
Ozarks and these co uld hav e been pre­ 
v ented by perso ns kno wng ho w to swim, 
o r by practicing the requirement o f 
wearing a life preserv er. 
Bo ating spo rt o n the Lake has in­ 
creased eno rmo usly in recent y ears. Yet 


o ne o f th e most n eglected requirements 
of safety is a life preserver for every 
person in a boat— an d th at in cludes th e 
cn ampion sh ip swimmers, also. Even th e 
best swimmers h ave odds again st th em 
in an upset boat durin g a sudden squall. 
On large bodies of water wh ere man y 
boats are operatin g on e may see coun ter­ 
parts of th e h ot-rodders of th e h igh way , 
th e on es wh o apparen tly care little for 
th eir own safety , th e safety of th ose 
wh o ride with th em, or th e safety of 
th ose in oth er boats wh ich th ey may 
swamp by careless pilotin g. 
Th e Lake of th e Ozarks doesn ’t h ave 
h igh way patrolmen but could stan d an 
in creased complemen t of Coast Guards­ 
men or some kin d of policin g to restrain 
th e over en th usiastic water man iacs 
wh o th in k th ey can h an dle a boat as well 
as an auto. 
On e may also see an in creasin g n um- 
bei of an tiquated boats wh ich n eed re- 
paii an d h ave n o busin ess on th e lake. 
.An y own er wh o permits th em to be taken 
out in th is con dition ough t to be pen ­ 
alized: an d th ere sh ould be en force­ 
men t of restriction s again st overloadin g 
a boat. 
Rules of safety are n ot made to crimp 
an y on e’s pleasure but to save lives. 
It 
is h oped th is season ’s boaters, swim­ 
mers alon g with motorists will demon ­ 
strate a h igh er degree of caution th an 
th ey h ave precedin g summers w'h eth er 
in Sedalia, in th e Ozarks or an y oth er 
recreation al place. 
Safety th in kin g n eeds to be don e 
beforeh an d, n ot after a tragedy .
